*%a Impraaalon beoomaa stronger that tbe 
visit of Emperor William to tba cxar was 
not the mere ezohaaga of oourteelea which 
baa been penlstantly reported, but that an 
imderstandlnff of aoma aort haa been arrived 
at which, leaving tbe bands of Germany 
free, enablea her to pnrsue a provocative 
poUoy against France In consert with Italy. 

This idea is strengthened by tbe fear, 
which amounts to a belief in London, that 
by an understanding with William tbe czar 
is about to stir up troubles for England on 
the borders ot India, in faot that she is do- 
ing so. Tbe Thibetans have invaded Sikklm 
and a conflict la certain. It has been long 
preparing, and meanwhile Russia has organ- 
ised nominally a rclentiflo expedition, under 
the command of Gen. Prejevalsky, which 
however, has tbe proportions of an invading 
horde, and ia bonai far LkMMS fh* oapllH 
of Thibet. 

Indeeil, it haa been long thought that 
Russian ngoiils were stirring up the Thibe- 
tans to iiivaile Sikkim, which the Thibetans 
claim as their own. It Is thought that 
Ru-isla aims at thus badgering England oB 
her Indian borders, and in fact endangering 
her dominion of India, to force her to sub- 
mit to Hustiia's demands iu regard to liul- 
garia, as Uerniany has professed herself will- 
ing to do. This, it is thought, would isolate 
Austria, give Russia her way to a certain 
limit and so avoid war. Of one thing there 
Is no doubt, a great iHpltrmgllft gaSM oi aoCBS 
sort is being playad.

Lo.vDON, Aaf> M.— Not to be outdone by 
the European mooarchs, whose junketing

The Ku.ssian exp<'dit!on t,> Thibet is 
slirew itvlly susix-cb^d by continental diplo- 
mats to be the forerunner of another at 
tempt on the jiart of the; czar to occupy Af- 
k'hajiislan, and perhaps a part of I' •i sin if 
>iioh occupation showed so,>m to be n,.'Oes- 
s;iry, and it is considerwl not uiihl;cly that 
the purpose of tho shah's visit to ICurope i., 
either to elTrct the best possi' le U riiis witii 
the c/ar or to secure tho supjRirt of some 
EuroiH'un jwiwor In opposing him. Th»' 
former, however, is reganlod as the most 
probable, a.s tho shah has every rea.soii In the 
world to seek tha friendship of the czar, 
and none to incur his enmity, while not even 
the monarch of Persia can be so Ignorant ot 
the preeent state of European affairs as to 
Imagine that any continental power would 
deliberately array Itself against Russia for 
ten fold the advantages that Naasr-Bd-Deen 
uould otTer. Of couree, no one can say oer 
tainly until tbe visit Is made what has In 
duced the sbab to undertake It, but are the 
best of reasons for believing that he will not 
repeat bis former imclean performanoea in 
any of tha cities he may visit 

French I'reiis Couimeots. 
Pakih, Aug. :i8.— The Interviews between 
the Italian Minister Crlspi and Biijmarck and 
Kalnoky in their turu, has concentrated ujwn 
Crlspi aiul llismarck tho lire of the Krone h 
press. A writ*'r In Whist lays of Crlspi: 
"Incoherence and ta'^tlessnees have marked 
all th€v recent policy of Crlq>i. 'He makes 
diplomacy a aport, and Uvea on lit aajr he 

die of It'" 

A wriu^r in the Republican calls Crlspi a 
yelping dog, whose baric France does not re- 
gard, and says: "If Hi^niarck thinkH the 
time has comu to fight lu let him say :>o; but 
don't lot him bound on bit Tiszas and 
Crlspia. We don't understand their barks."

peat, France will not declare war. Public
